Dwight Bennett is currently Conductor of the University 
of Toronto Symphony Orchestra, Assistant Conductor of the 
Vienna State Opera, Artistic Director of Opera Mississauga, 

and Resident Conductor of the Canadian Opera Company. 


A graduate of the University of Toronto, Mr. Bennett won 
first prize in the Heinz Unger Conducting Competition and 
went on to study at Indiana University with Julius Herford 
and in Europe with Franco Ferrara, Kiril Kondrashin and 
Bernard Haitink. 


Mr. Bennett was for many years Music Director and Principal 
Conductor of the Windsor Symphony and the Thunder Bay 
Symphony Orchestra. In addition, he has guest conducted 
orchestras and opera companies across Canada and the United 
States and has been heard in recordings and broadcasts by the 
CBC on numerous occasions. 


His work has recently taken him to London, Kiev, Rotterdam, 
Vienna and Seattle. This season Mr. Bennett makes his debut 
with Opera in Concert conducting Rossini’s L’/taliana in 
Algeri and in addition to his Canadian engagements, returns 
to Kiev and Vienna.

David Zafer is Founder, Conductor and Musical Director 
of the University of Toronto Chamber Orchestra. 


Born in England in 1934, David A. Zafer began his musical 
training on violin at age 8. He arrived in Canada at age 13 
and continued his violin studies with Elie Spivak at the 
Royal Conservatory of Music, where he won numerous 
awards and scholarships. Since then he has earned an 
international reputation as an accomplished performer. 


He has worked with such renowned artists as Oscar Shumsky, 
Glenn Gould, Leonard Rose, William Primrose and Ivan 
Galamian. He has also performed as Associate Concert- 
master, Concertmaster and guest soloist with the Toronto 
and Baltimore Symphony Orchestras, the Stratford Festival 
Orchestra and the National Ballet of Canada. 


For more than twenty years, he has focused with remarkable 
commitment and innovation on developing young Canadian 
musicians. Since 1966, he has been Professor of Violin at 
the Faculty of Music of the University of Toronto. Many of 
his graduates hold major positions in orchestras, ensembles 
and teaching institutions in North America and Europe. 


Prof. Zafer has given masterclasses from coast to coast and 
abroad including at the Menuhin School in Surrey. While 
on sabbatical leave in 1993-94, he was guest clinician and 
conductor at the Reina Sofia School in Pozuelo, Spain. He 
has served as performance coach for the National Youth 
Orchestra, the Canadian Festival of Youth Orchestras 
and is currently the Principal Conductor of the Toronto 
Symphony Youth Orchestra. His most recent accomplish- 
ment in the field of pedagogy is the Zafer Institute for 
Strings, a summer academy for advanced string students.
